According to previous announcement, the Synod of Nebraska 
convened in its seventeenth annual convention in St. Paul's 
English Ev. Lutheran Church, of Grand Island, Neb., Rev. 
A. B. Shrader, pastor /oci, on Tuesday evening, Sept. 3, 1889, 
at 8 p.m. Rev. G. H. Schnur, Sr., President of Synod, 
preached the opening sermon in English from Matt. ii. 49. 


FIRST DAY—FIRST SESSION. 


WEDNESDAY, SEPT. 4, 9 A. M. 
After the devotional exercises, the Synod was formally opened 
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by the President, after which the President preached the open- 
ing sermon in the German language from John ix. 4. 


President's Report. 


Belowed Brethren and Members of the Ev. Lutheran Synod of Nebraska: 
“ Who shall ascend into the hill of the Lord? and who shall stand in His 
holy place? Ile that hath clean hands and a pure heart, who hath not lifted 
up his soul unto vanity, nor sworn deceitfully. He shall receive blessing from 
the Lord, and righteousness from the God of his salvation.”’ 

This Synod has convened for the purpose of deliberating upon the things 
of this life and that which isto come. But in order to realize the great end 
contemplated by this body, “ clean hands and a pure heart”’ are necessary. 
For this let us labor and pray.

1. Rev. M. J. Waage’s name was entered on our roll of members last year, 
on condition that he send his ordination papers to the President. This he did 
promptly. The certificate was issued by the Norwegian and Danish Confer 
ence at Red Oak Grove, Minn., June 20, 1876, containing the seal of the 
Conference. They are acknowledged as satisfactory. 

2. Rev. C. A. Fritze was also received conditionally. The request of the 
Ministerium was carefully followed, and the condition clearly indicated. He 
was acknowledged a member of this Synod on November 30, 18388. 

3- March 6, 1889, Rev. Gustav Mueller sent me his certificate as a licen 
tiate ad interim from the Wartburg Synod. 

4- January 14, 1889, Rev. W. L. Remsberg, by letter from the Synod of 
Northern Illinois. . 

5. Jume 7, 1889, Rev. E. A. Roglin, a licentiate aa interim, by \etter from 
Wartburg Synod. 

6. June 12, 1889, candidate G. Endrulat, who has been assisting Rev. J.

I. The congregations of Hastings, Rapid City, Orleans and Stamford have 


2. November 23, 1888, Hon. G. H. Fair, of Dakota City, presented an or- 
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der on the Treasurer for $5 for two trips to Wayne in the interest of Synod. 
The order was signed and sent to our Treasurer. 

3- November 16, 1888, the Dakota Co. Charge was divided into two pas. 
torates, Salem congregation forming one, and South Sioux City, Dakota City 
and Homer the other. The North Platte Conference was in session at the 
same time, and Revs. Huber and Schnur, Sr., were present with the joint 
councils of the pastorate. 

4. December 11, 1888, Hon. G. H. Fair resigned the position as a member 
of the Committee on Wayne Academy. Hon. Henry Sprick was appointed 
to fill the vacancy, but for want of time and strength to attend to its duties he 
declined to accept the appointment. The vacancy was then permitted to re- 
main. 

§- March 9, 1889, a meeting of the joint councils of the Auburn and Stella 
mission was had, and the charge divided, with the knowledge and consent of 
the Board of Home Missions. The consent of the President of Synod was 
requested and granted. 

6. July 17, 1889, the “ Shull Memorial ”’ was duly incorporated. Also on 
the samme date the German congregation at Lennox, Dakota. 
~ 7. The General Synod has authorized the Board of Education to be placed 
in the apportionment table with the other Boards. $264 are expected of this 
Synod annually. Also five cents per member for Pastors’ Fund. 

8. The licentiates and applicants for the clerical office, so far as | am in- 
formed, are, Revs. J. Hediger, Gustav Mueller, E. A. Roglin, and candidate 
Endrulat. 

9. February 12, 1889, C. F. Goodman and Dr. Croll, members of the 
Kountze Memorial of Omaha, lodged complaints against the congregation for 
unlawful exclusion from the respec*ive offices in the church council. The 
matter is herewith presented to Synod for adjustment. 

10. We recall but one other instance, Rev. Dr. Stelling, in the seventeen 
years of this Synod’s existence, that one of its members was called away by 
death. The Obdserver of April 26, '89, announced the death of our venerable 
brother, Rev. S. Cook, who died March 4, 1889, at Springfield, Neb., at the 
age of 71 years and 23 days. We regret very much that none of his Synodir 
cal brethren were apprised of his sickness or death. Any one of us would 
certainly have witnessed his body given back to mother earth if we had 
kpown the time. Bro. Cook was a good man and very useful in the ministry 
for a number of years before his strength abated, and may our Master in 
heaven console the bereaved family, and grant that they, with us, may meet 
him on the shores of eternal life to “ be forever with the Lord.”

Mr. President and Brethren :—Y our Committee on Traveling Secretary 
Teport— 

(1) The Committee held four regular meetings, marked by unity of purpose 
and harmony of feeling. The nature of the business at our quarterly meet- 
ings is to hear a detailed account of the Secretary's labors; to receive and 
answer special communications ; to consider applications for the services of 
ur Secretary; and to devise ways and means for the general development of 

the Synod. 

(2) At the January meeting the annual election of officers was held, re- 
sulting as follows : 

President.—Rev. S. Detweirer, D. D. 

Secrefary.—Pror. P. S. Lersenrine, M. D. 

Treasurer.— Mr. F. WiLHELMY. 

The following Standing Committees were appointed :

(b) Publication.—Rev. J. S. Detweiler, D. D., Prof. P. S. Leisenring, M.D., 
Prof. L. F. M. ’ 

(3-) In obedience to your resolution at the Rising City convention, Rev. 
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Conrad Huber was,re-elected Traveling Secretary for the year 1889—his 
compensation and the conditions to be the same as for 1838. 

(4) We have published in both the English and German languages 6200 
copies of the “ Quarterly Report,” containing a brief statement of the work of 
the Committee and an abstract of the Traveling Secretary’s official record. 
These reports are published for the subscribers to our work, as well as for all 
interested friends. Any one desiring cépies will be gratuitously and cheer- 
fully supplied on application to either the Chairman or Secretary. 

(5) It is utterly impossible for the Committee to direct our Traveling Sec- 
retary in every particular. Though he constantly seeks the advice of the 
Committee through the officers, he must be allowed a large range of discre- 
tionary power, and, to a certain extent, permitted to follow his own judgment. 


’ That this liberty has not been abused will be seen from a glance at the year's 


work, as outlined in the printed reports. The services given show how varied 
are the requirements and necessities of our Synod. All possible attention has 
been given to the supply of vacant churches, and where desirable, needed as- 
sistance has been rendered in securing pastors. There has been a general 
oversight of established churches; new fields have been entered and pastoral 
charges formed. Scattered Lutherans have been brought together, made ac- 
quainted with each other, and organized into congregations by advice of the 
President of Synod and with the consent of the Board of Home Missions. 
Where there has been a backwardness to foster general benevolence, the Sec- 
retary’s visit has encouraged contributions to the Boards of the Church, and 
not infrequently a pastor's salary has been supplemented by a visitation and 
canvass for subscriptions. Where a new church building should be erected 
or an old one repaired, where a debt must be liquidated, or a parsonage 
built, the Secretary has proven a very helpful and most necessary agent. It 
unfortunately happens sometimes that a misunderstanding arises between dif- 
ferent congregations in the same charge, or even between pastor and congre- 
gation; and here again the friendly visit of the Secretary has been beneficial. 
In our large and somewhat lonely field a pastor frequently longs for and needs 
a visit from some one whose counsel may direct, and whose comfort may stim- 
ulate him. And congregations, too, are cheered by the special services of one 
commissioned to bring them encouragement and spiritual refreshment. Re- 
member, too, the daily visits with family prayer from house to house, and the 
many sermons preached wherein the precious seed of the kingdom was planted. 

Your Committee believe that this third year’s work is truly filling out the 
outline or promise given in the Beatrice Convention report, namely, “ To assist 
pastors in their work ; to visit and advise with and supply vacant congrega- 
tions ; to visit, examine into, and if deemed practicable, to organize new con- 
gregations ; to encourage and foster the spirit of general benevolence, etc.” 

Within the short compass of this annual report we cannot think of fully rep- 
resenting the work, nor even to give you an adequate idea of what has been 
done. Weare assured, however, that the time has been conscientiously em- 
ployed, and we take pleasure in testifying to the fidelity and usefulness of Rev.

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a Huber.-He has been very busy, scarcely resting, and unweariedly laboring 
by night and by day, that he might make full proof of his ministry. The cor- 
rectness of this statement is seen by the annual summary : 97 congregations 
visited, some of them several times; 758 communications written; 19,479 
miles traveled; $195.82 expenses of travel, postage, etc. . 

The Treasurer, Mr. J. F. Wilhelmy makes a masterly statement to the Com- 
mittee, and annually his accounts are examined by an Auditing Committee 
whose reports are received, acted upon and placed on file. Following is a 
statement of the Treasurer since last meeting of Synod.

It is hoped the above will soon be paid, so the Committee may promptly 
meet all bills as they come due. But even with this entire amount paid in, 
there will still be needed in addition to close the year without a deficit, 
- $365.00. We make no recommendation concerning our needs, but will hope 
that the Synod will devise ways and means whereby this work may be so laid 
upon the hearts of our people, that those who have not yet given will do so 
promptly, and that the liberality of our already kind donors will be enlarged. 

We recommend the following for your adoption : 

1. That we herewith express our thanks to Almighty God for the results thus 
far attained, believing as we do that this success is owing to the approval of 
man and the blessing of God, and that it demonstrates the practicability and 
usefulness of this agency. 

2. That the committee shal! consist of nine members, one of whom sball be 
the President of Synud annually elected, the committee to be divided into 
three classes, assigning to the elective members of each class a term of three 
years, except for this and the succeeding year, and which shall be satisfactorily 
arranged by the committee elect at the first regular meeting.

6. That the Committee be empowered to make the ‘District Conferences of 
Synod more efficient in the development of church work and workers, by en- 
tering into correspondence with the officers through the Traveling Secretary. 

7. That the Committee make special efforts to develop Bible study among 
the membership of the Church, and to circulate as far as possible the best 
Christian literature, including the books, papers and periodicals of our denom- 
ination.

Your Auditing Committee would submit the follwing :

Report of Committee No. 7. 


Your Commitiee submit the foregoing : 

The South Platte Conference have had two meetings during the year, one 
at Roca, Neb., Nov. 13th to 15th, 1888, and one at Benedict, Neb., April zoth 
to May 2d, 1889. Most of its members have been present at the meetings. 
In its minutes we find that a number of important and practical questions were 
discussed, and your Committee receive from the Minutes the impression of 
very interesting and profitable meetings to those present. 

The Conference requested the Synod to re-district the Conferences. We re- 
commend that a committee be appointed to consider this matter and report to 
Synod. 

By vote, the Conference decided that a lady who was present as a lay dele- 
gate from the congregation at Rising, Neb., was ineligible asa delegate. Was 
this decision of the Conference correct ? 


On motion, the report was adopted, and the question therein 
propounded referred to a committee, to report at the next meet- 
ing of Synod. 

Report of Advisory Home Mission Committee. 


Deak BRETHREN: The following are the missions now under the care of 
the Home Mission Board : 

1, Auburn (formerly Auburn and Stella)—This charge was divided without 
an increase of appropriations, and is now served by two pastors, Revs. Gnf- 
fth and Ewald. Bro. Griffith retains Auburn, and Bro. Ewald has taken 
charge of Stella, which now supports its pastor. The whole feld is prosper- 
ing. 

2. Beatrice —Soon after our last Synod, Bro. Albright resigned and Bro. 
Remsberg took charge. The debt on their church property has been consid- 
erably reduced. Good will and harmony prevai! between pastor and people. 
They are doing what they can, and we do most heartily bid them God speed. 

3. Benedict, York Co.—This field is m some respects in better condition 
than it was a year ago. ‘There have been some valuable additions. But they 
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also have their difficulnes. The Lord bless Bro. Kunkleman in the sore af- 
flictions of his family and his arduous labors in the church. 

4. Boheet.—Bro. Schumann has his difficulties, but his labors are satisfactory 
to the Board and to our Synodical Secretary, who has visited them several times. 

5. David City.—Bro. B. F. Crouse took charge here last Spring, has re- 
opened the work, is engaged in building a Church, and feels encouraged. 

6. Denver —Bro. Hansen did not leave this field last October, as he 
thought to do ayear ago. No difficulties of note have come to us since then, 
We hope to hear of progress at this Synod. 

7. Glenwood Springs, Col—Bro. Waage was received as one of the Mis- 
sionaries of the Board a few months ago. The supporters of p stors in the 
“ far West" are few, daily necessities are high, and nearly every pastor needs 
material aid to continue in his labors. 

8. Harlan Co.—Bro. Ewald took charge of Orleans and Stamford, March 
16th, 1888, and continued till August ist, 1889, when he resigned and went 
to Stella. There is no church at either place, and as it requires a man who 
can use the German and English languages fluently, we have no one to re- 
commend. We await further developments, and hope to be able to do some- 
thing definite at this Convention. : 

9. Hays Co.—Bro. Thoele resigned here August 11, 1889, and took charge 
at Ridgeley. 

10. Lincoln.—This place is under the special care of the Boards. We ex- 
ceedingly regret the vacancy during the whole year. 

11. North Platte.—Bro. Stump still “‘ holds the fort’ here. Bro. Schwarz 
had charge of the German work awhile, but now again for some time Bro. 
Stump also supplied the wants in the German language. We believe the 
work is progressing, and have no comments to make. 

12. Omaha.—* The Shull Memorial Evangelical Lutheran Church in the 
south west part of the city, was organized last spring, and a small chapel 
erected in which Bro. Luther Kuhns and his people now hold services. Bro. 
Kuhns is prospering in his labors, and it was a wise move to establish another 
Mission in this city of the West. 

15. Omaha, St. Mark’s.—Rev. Schnur, Jr., resigned this mission August 
1, 1889. The means for the erection of their neat chapel were all provided 
before dedication ; but the lots were bought on time. Some of this indebted. 
ness has been recently removed. If the succeeding pastor shall need a par- 
sonage, it is hoped the people will be able to erect one in the rear of the 
chapel. The mission is left in good condition, with encouraging prospects. 

14. Republican Valley District Mission.—Bro. Kimmel for a time had three 
pastors located in his district, but now he is alone again. This field has been 
unfortunate, on account of drought and other misfortunes, which has kept the 
people in want for the necessaries of life. Recently, however, two new men 
have been secured: Rev. A. C. Gearhart, of Va., takes Bloomington, Franklin 
and Long Island; Rev. Umbarger, ot the same State, goes to visit Oberlin and 
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Norcatur, Kan. Three others are needed at once for McCook, Akron and 
Orleans, that the General Missionary may devote his time to new points. 

15. Sante Fe and Albuguergue.—Bro. Rosenstengel, who has now labored 
about twenty months in New Mexico, was accepted as one of the Board’s 
missionaries during the year. He found a large and laborious field, connected 
with great difficulties and sacrifices, but he has a willing mind and heart in the 
work, A very humble parsonage, a goodly portion on borrowed money, has 
also been built at Albuquerque. We hope to see him at this Synod, and learn 
more of that work. 

16. Sidney.—Bro. Fisher resigned this place August 1, 1889, but Rev. E. 
Lee Fleck has since taken charge, and the work will go right on without in- 
terruption. This mission is located in a good place, and has made commend- 
able progress during the year. 

17. South Sioux City.—This place was a mission of the Board a year ago, 
although omitted by the Advisory Mission Committee of Synod. Bro. Baird 
resigned it April 1, 1889, but since that time our Synodical Secretary has ar- 
ranged regular supplies. A church has been erected here, and we trust soon 
to have a pastor who will have regular charge of this, together with other 
points in that rich Dakota county bottom. 

18. Wayne.—Progress is reported here also, but foundation work is still 
being done, although Bro. Melick does all in his power to insure permanency. 
Wayne is now, and will continue, the central point in a large scope of coun- 
try along the Logan Valley. The Academy of our Synod and the Board of 
Education is being erected here. 

19. West Point.—Bro. L. L. Lipe has gone right along with the work here 
the past year, and will no doubt report good progress at this Synod. This is 
one of the most important points of the Synod. 

To these nineteen (19) missions might have been added Roca, by oversight 
not reported last year, but it received no support from the Board for more 
than a year. Bro. Kuhlman had charge, and resigned last spring. With Roca 
and South Sioux City added, it would have increased the number of missions 
to twenty-two (22) a year ago. Of these we now have four (4) vacancies. 
Lincoln, South Sioux City, Roca and Orleans and Stamford. Five (5) have 
become self-sustaining, supplied otherwise or dropped by the Board, viz., 1. 
Cheyenne, Wyo., was connected with Laramie, Wyo.. Kev. Opsal, pastor. 
2. Kearney was vacated by Bro. Starner. 3. Pueblo, Col., was dropped by 
the Board, but Bro. Starner finds a support in that place and its surroundings. 
4. Rising City called Bro. Albnght, and declared itself self-sustaining. 5. 
Waverly, Bro. White, pastor, and Stella, also became self sustaining. 

The new missions added are three: Albuquerque, N. M., David City and 
Glenwood Springs, Col. Of these nineteen missions there are fourteen lo- 
cated in large cities or county seats, viz.: Auburn, Beatrice, David City, Den- 
ver, Orleans, Lincoln, North Platte, Omaha two, McCook, Santa Fe, N. M., 
Sidney, Wayne and West Point. The remaining five are by no means insig- 
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nificant, as Benedict, Boheet, Glenwood Springs, Col., Hays Co., and South 
Sioux City. 

The Western Secretary of the Board of Church Extension mentions the fol- 
lowing places as worthy of attention: Plum Creek, Pawnee, Falls City, Ne. 
ligh, Norfolk, Minden, Haldredge, Alma, Kimball, and Chadron, in Ne- 

* braska; Rawlins and Kock Springs, in Wyoming; Julesburg, Sterling and 
Gunnison, in Colorado; Santa Fe and Albuquerque, in New Mexico. May 
the Lord guide us! 


The report was adopted. 
Adjourned with prayer.

1. That the only papers officially placed in their hands are three letters from 
the appellants, briefly stating their complaint, appealing to Synod for redress 
for their alleged grievances, and propounding the query, “‘ Can an office be 
declared vacant without giving an officer a trial ?’’ 

No witnesses are present in defense of the appeal, and no official record of 
the congregational proceedings in the case or certified copies of such proceed- 
ings have been submitted, as required in all cases of appeal to Synod (Form. 
ula Gov. and Discip., c. 4-13). 

Under these circumstances, the Committee respectfully submit the following 
action 

1. In the matter of the appeal of Messrs. Goodman and Croll from the 
action of the Lutheran congregation of the Kountze Memorial church, of 
Omaha, Neb., in declaring the appellants disqualified from holding office for 
the unexpired term to which they had been elected and their offices vacant, the 
absence of witnesses and testimony, and the fact that appellants themselves 
have failed to appear as cited by the President of the Synod make it impossi- 
ble for Synod intelligently to adjudicate in the case at issue with its present 
means of information.

Report of Committee No. 22. 

Your Committee appointed to confer with the President of Midland Col- 
lege, would respectfully report that we have held a conference with Dr. Clutz, 
and heard his statements and plans concerning the work of the institution, 
werk in order to bring the matter before this Synod, we recommend the fol- 

ng: 


1. Resolved, That we have heard with pleasure of the auspicious opening 
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_ of Midland College for the third year, and of the encouraging outlook for the 
future. 

2. Resolved, That we assure the President and others connected with the 
management of the institution, of our hearty sympathy and earnest co-opers 
tion in the work of building up this new Western College, and commend it 
to the patronage of our people. 

3- Resolved, That this Synod approve of the plan proposed by the President 
of Midland College in reference to endowment, and that the Synod undertake 
to raise $20,000.CO as soon as practicable, to endow a Professorship, to be 
known as the Nebraska Synod Professorship, or by such other title as the 
Synod may hereafter designate. 

4. Resolved, That the Synod invite the President or other authorized agent 
of Midiand College to visit our congregations, and prosecute this work at such 
times and by such methods as may be arranged between him and the several 
pastors. 

§. Resolved, That until the full amount of $20,000.00 has been raised, all 
moneys contributed for the endowment of Midland College from the territory 
of this Synod, whether by donation, legacy or otherwise, shall be credited on 
this fund, unless otherwise specially designated by the one making the con- 
tribution. 

6. Resolved, That all sums raised for this purpose shall be paid to the 
Treasurer of the Synod, and by him promptly transferred through the Board 
of Education to the Trustees of Midland College, to be invested by them and 
held for the purpose named. 

7. Resolved, That in taking this action the Synod only gives its approval 
and moral support to the plan proposed, but does not assume any financial 
responsibility as a Svnod. 

The report was considered seriatim, and adopted as a whole.

Report on Beneficiary Rules. 

Instructed last year to submit to this convention “ rules and regulations for 
the carrying on of our beneficiary work,” your Committee would report : 

1. The Synod fully recognizes the imperative need of ministers to occupy 
our vacant pulpits and to organize and develop new and promising fields on 
our territory, 

_ 2. It is clearly our pressing duty to do all in our power as pastors and con- 

gregations to supply the urgent need, by earnestly praying the “ Lord of the 
harvest ” for more laborers, and by seeking out choice young men and encour- 
aging them to devote their talents to the Gospel ministry. 
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3. Financial aid, according to the ability of Synod and their actual needs, 
will be cheerfully given to acceptable candidates during the years of their 

4. The following rules shal] be strictly observed in conducting our benefi- 
ciary operations. 

(1) Great care shall be taken that there may be received upon our funds 
such persons only as are of unquestionable piety, and who are drawn by 
right motives, toward the ministry and who have, at least, average mental en- 
dowments and good physical health, together with a general adaptation to the 
sacred office. 

(2) The Synod shall have constantly the oversight and full direction of its 
beneficiaries in all matters of relative importance, so long as they shall receive 
aid from it. 

(3) Applications with enclosed testimonials shall be in written form, and 
the applicants shall appear in person before the Synod for examination; if 
accepted, a renewal of written applications from year to year will alone be re- 
quired, except by special request of the Synod. 

(4) Candidates must be prepared to enter the Freshman class, except in such 
cases as in the jadgment of the Educational Committee shal! demand an ex- 
ception, and a full collegiate course shall be obligatory upon them. For suf- 
ficient cause, however, in exceptional cases, the Synod may consent to an 
abridgment of the college course. 

(5) Duplicate reports of character bills, and class standing reports of our stu- 
dents shall be regularly sent by the Faculty to the Chairman of the Educa- 
tional Committee. 

(6) Beneficiaries shall be admonished not to enter into matrimonial alliances 
during their college course, and, while receiving aid from the Synod, they shall 
totally abstain from the use of tobacco and ail intoxicating beverages. 

(7) They shall apply to this Synod for licensure, and preference shall like- 
wise be given by them to work -within our own bounds for the space of three 
years. | 

(8) They shall sign the following form of obligation: the printed blanks to 
be provided and filled up by the Treasurer of Synod : 

Date. Received of. Treasurer of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of Nebrask to aid me in preparing for the Gospel ministry in said 
Church ; and I hereby promise to refund said amount to the Treasurer of said 
Synod, with legal interest from date, if I shall not duly enter and continue 
in the ministry of the Lutheran Church of the General Synod fen years, unless 
hindered by physical disabilities. 

(9) No applicant for beneficiary aid shall be received who has not been a 
member of the Luthuran Church at least one year.

The Synod was characterized by much enthusiasm and earnestness in the 
discussion of questions relative to the future development of the Church. 

ick STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

gratifying and encouragi reports were indicating results. 
We mention a few. 

L. Accessions.—The number of accessions reported for the two years is 
nearly 30,000, with a net increase of 11,846 in the General Synod. 

2. Devotion —An increasing spirit of devotion and unity seems evident in 
all the Synods, and the number of young men consecrating themselves to the 
gospel ministry is much larger than during the two previous years. 

3- Benevolence —The largely increased contributions to the benevolent op- 
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erations of the church was a most gratifying feature of the two years work and 
a cause for much rejoicing and thanks to the Great Head of the Church. 

4- Missions.—Much of the general work of the church was made evident 
through the reports of the Mission Boards of the General Synod. The Home 
Mission Board gave aid to 114 missions, with the following evident results : ac- 
cessions, 4,354; net gain, 3024 ; and a total contribution from these missin 
churches for all objects of $239,006.02; while the Foreign Board extended its 
work to 21 more towns and villages than during the the two previous years, 
and baptized during the two years 2201 persons, 

§. Church Extension.—The Board of Church Extension has done very 
encouraging work. A special feature of their work is the securing of lots 
in many villages and towns—one hundred and thirty-four having been 
already secured by Rev. J. N. Lenker, Special Representative of the Board. 

6. Lducation.—The educational interests are noi forgotton, the report of the 
Board showed wonderful results for the small support it has received. We call 
attention to the following resolution on page 151, in the printed minutes of 
General Synod : 

“ Recommendations and Kesolutions.” 


“In closing this report we present the following recommendations and 
resolutions for your consideration, and we trust also for your adoption. 

“ Resolved, That the sum of ten thousand dollars per annum be ap- 
portioned to the District Synods for the Board of Education for the next two 
years, beginning with April 1st, 1890. 

“ Resolved, That the congregations of all our District Synods be urged to 
respond to the call of the Board of Education for offerings on the Day of 
Prayer for Colleges, in so far as this will not conflict or interfere with the ap- 


_ peals on their own territory, of the institutions whose custom it is to ask for a 


collection for their contingent funds on that day. 


“ Resolved, That each pastor be urged to prepare end to preach special 


sermon on Christian Education annually, on the Day of Prayer for Culleges, 
and that the Secretary of the Board notify the pastors of the General >) nod 
by circular, of this action at least two weeks before said day in each year. 

“ Resolved, That pastors be requested to call the attention of individual 
members of the Church, who have wealth, to the pressing need of endow ment, 
gifts, and bequests for Christian education in the bounds of the General Synod.” 


7. Apportionment.—The following sums were apportioned to the District 
Synods for the two years.

as well as the Order of Service authorized in 1887, the Common Service. 

Resolved, That the Service in use before the adoption of the Common Ser. 
vice shall have equal place with the Common Service, and that this actos 
shall not be construed as being unfriendly to the Common Service.” 

The following resolutions were also passed, and we recommend the same 
for republication in our minutes : 

“Whereas, There are pastors in charge of congregations in Western States 
and Territories in which there are no Synodical organizations in connection 
with the General Synod, now in connection with Eastern Synods— 

“ Resolved, That such pastors and their congregations be requested to unite 
with such Synod of adjacent State (in connection with the General Synod), as 
may be nearest to them. 

“ WHereas, Uniformity in the forms and usages of the Church is most de- 


sirable; and 


“Wuereas, Our Lutheran Publication House having realized this need, has 
prepared blank forms for both “ L-tters of Dismissal" of members from one 
to another congregation, and “ Pastors’ Calls ;" therefore 

“ Resolved, That we hereby request the delegations to this bo«ly to recom 
mend these blank forms to their respective Synods for their use, and that they 
commend the generous offer of our worthy Superintendent, Henry S. Boner, 
to print one of each of these forms with the minutes of Synods free of charge.” 

We yecommend the following : 

That hereafter at elections of Delegates to the General Synod, each Prima- 
rius has his individual Secundus, instead of taking them in the order of list 
made in minutes. 


Report of Committee on Beneficiary Education. 


Your committee would report that the amount promised to Mr. W. H. Naf 
ziger, one hundred and twenty-five dollars, was promptly paid by our Treas- 
urer in three equal installments.

Your Committee on West Platte Conference submit the following : 
On examination of minutes we find they held a meeting in Salem Church, 
Dakota Co., Nebraska, October 14th to 18th, 1888, and one at Wayne, May 
Sth to roth, 1889, with interesting programmes. We find nothing requiring 
the attention of this body. 


Report of Committee on Wayne Academy. 

Mr. President and Brethren :—We, your Committee in charge of Wayne 
Academy, would submit the following report ;: 

As per instruction of your honorable body at its last meeting (see Min., p. 
37) your Committee continued in charge of Wayne Academy. Its first term 
opened September sth, 1888, with thirteen students, and was in session at the 
time of the meeting of Synod. It closed December 19th, and the second term 
Opened January 2d, 1889, with eighteen students, closing March 1gth. The 
number of students enrolled during these two terms was 31, with an average 
attendance of 1414. | 

FACULTY OF INSTRUCTORS. 

The Faculty was composed of the following instructors: Rev. Prof. W. C. 
McCool, principal and instructor in Latin, Mathematics, English Grammar, 
ete.; Rev. M. L. Melick, in Physics and Rhetoric; Rev. J. F. Mueller, in 
Greek and German; and Mrs. M. A. McCool, Matron and Musical Instruc- 
tor. 

At the close of the first term Rev. Prof. McCool tendered bis resignation as 
Principal of the Academy. A meeting of the Committee was therefore called 
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at Omaha, December 13th, 1888, at which his resignation was accepted, and 
Rev. G. W. Fraser of Blooming, Nebraska, called to fill the vacancy. Rey. 
Fraser accepted the call and entered upon his duty January 2d, 1889. For 
want of satisfactory quarters in which to conduct the school, etc., the Academy 
clossed its doors March 26th, at the close of the second term, to re-open when- 
ever the new building should be ready for occupancy. We are pleased to 
say that the work of construction on the new building is progressing. 


ACTION OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION OF THE GENERAL SYNOD. 


The instructions a year ago to your Committee were conditional, as follows 
(see item 3 of Min., p. 37): “ That in case the Board of Education of the 
General Synod shoul: fail to accept the proposition from the citizens of 
Wayne, the work of your Committee shall cease immediately thereafter.” 
Soon after the adjournment of Synod, the Board of Education held a meeting 
at which the matter of the Academy at Wayne was formally presented, and 
the same conditionally accepted by the Board, the condition of acceptance be- 
ing as follows: 

1. That the citizens of Wayne furnish fee simple the proposed tract of land, 
and erect thereon a building suitable for academy purposes as per their plans 
and specifications, and present land and buildings to the Board of Education 
free of all encumbrances. 

2. That your Committee continue in charge of the school until said convey- 
ance of grounds and buildings shall have been made to the said Board of 


Education. The latter condition will be a sutficient reason for the contin 
uance of the school.

The regular work of the institu- 
tien has been carried on by the Faculty during the past year, and showed that 
it was thorough by the manner in which the students acquitted themselves in 
the public performances of Commencement Week. The graduating class 
numbered three, one lady and two gentlemen. The whole number of students 
in attendance during the year was ninety-two. President Dysinger, assisted 
by his earnest corps of able instructors, has done much to push the college for- 
ward on its ever-widening career of permanent usefulness. The citizens of 


Carthage are enthusiastic in his praise and firm in their support of the institu- 


tion.

This array of facts and figures shows that had we no debt, and hence no 
interest to pay, the institution would be self-supporting; that is, the income 
from tuition, rents, notes and endowment, would meet the current ex penses 
of the school. The conclusion was therefore reached that the important 
thing to do was to raise the debt. This was resolved upon, and a Financial 
Secretary was elected to go out into the territory of the College for the pur 
pose of soliciting funds to pay off the debt, as well as to advertise the College, 
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secure students, and stir up an interest among our people in the great subject 
of education. Rev. H. Max Lentz was elected to this position ; he accepted, 
and is now in the field, where he has been meeting with marked success. 

The Board of Education has agreed to give to Carthage College two thous- 
and dollars annually for the next two years, to be applied directly on the debt. 
Every friend of the institution and of the cause of Christian education ought 
to consider this call of the Board and of the College as a personal appeal for 
help, and should respond liberally at once. 

The Alumni Association agreed to undertake again, in part at least, the 
support of a Professor. One hundred and thirty dollars were realized last 
year on this effort, and the amount should be doubled this year. 

In the Stockholders’ meeting, held May 29th, the President and Secretary 
of the Board of Trustees were authorized and empowered to negotiate a loan 
of a sum not exceeding ten (10) thousand dollars to pay off all present in- 
debtedness ; but on account of the action of the Board in appointing a Finan- 
cial Secretary, it was thought that it would not be necessary to make the loan. 

Thus our institution lives and thrives, looking to us again for our co-opera- 
tion, prayers and substantial aid. What the College needs now is students; 
what she asks for is our earnest, persevering prayers. In the interests of 
Carthage College we recommend : 

1. A liberal support of the Board of Education of the General Synod. 

2. That the Financial Secretary be invited to visit the congregations within 
the bounds of our Synod for the purpose of presenting the cause of Educa- 
tion, and to secure help for the College in the effort to liquidate the debt, 
provided it does not conflict with the Board of Education. 


Resignation. 

Mr. President ;—1 herewith resign my position of Trustee and Stock- 
holder to Carthage College, on account of removing from the bounds of 
Synod. ' A. B. SHRADER.
